Phone call was 
unexpectedly short, and Mrs. Motta (who received 
the call} realized from the nature of the call 
that Toni was in a state of fear or imminent 
danger . 

Since the last call in August, we have not heard from her, nor have we 
received any nail. 


On April 1, 1981, the Motta family made contact with the American 
Consulate in Palermo, Sicily. The Consulate contacted the American 
Embassies in the various Latin American countries, asking if there 
was any information about this am.erican citizen there. The Consulate 
received negative answers from all, and said therefore that they 
c ould not do anyt king else.

Toni Agatina Mctta left Brooklyn for Sicily, Italy in 
November, 1962. She finished high school in the Stephen Decatur 
school of Siganella, at the American NATO base in Sicily. She worke 
for four years as the chief sales person for an american store in 
Sigonella. She vent to Rome to continue her education at John 
Cabot's University. While she was in Rome, she also worked for the 
Daily American newspaper. When that newspaper closed, she went tc 
work for the International Daily News . 

Toni met Salvatore Privitera and became very involved with 
him. They were going to get married. She left with him -for South 
America knowing that Salvatore was already in an Argentine prison 
from 1975 to 1979 under executive powers (PEI), and that he was 
helped by the Italian government to obtain his release with the 
agreement that he would not be able to return to Argentina.
